U.S. Troop Strength

The 
figure leaves an additional 16,- 
000 men to be withdrawn to

The pretty, topless go-go dancer spoke from her 
bed at Queen’s Medical Center, her right hand am­ 
putated because a friend giving her a “ fix” acciden­ 
tally shoved the needle into a main artery. 
The hospital said Sunday the girl, whose name 
was not released, will be fitted with an artificial 
hand. 
The girl said she asked a friend to give her a 
seconal shot. 
“ He got me off a lot of times before without any 
trouble and I really trusted him with my arm.” 
She said the needle stung so she asked him to try 
again. 
“ ...All of a sudden my whole arm was burning,” 
she said. 
Doctors at Queen’s worked three weeks to try to 
save the hand and then decided to amputate Nov. 
13, the hospital said. 
“ The needle had gone through the very small vein 
in the wrist and had entered the main artery, caus­ 
ing arterial spasm and cutting off circulation up to 
her elbow,” said Dr. Frank Ferren, chief surgical 
resident at Queen’s. 
The girl said she started “ shooting seconal out of 
spite” because her boyfriend was dating a drug*user 
and she wanted to show him she could play that 
game, too. 
“ Well I ’d been dropping seconal for a while . . . 
and I found out the high was better when I shot up . . • 
That’s how I got it. I liked it.” 
She said she also used heroin and amphetamines. 
“ I ’m going out to the country and live with my 
mother,” she said. 
“ For sure I ’ll never stick another needle in my 
arm. This has been a heavy trip.”

Lawyers Themselves Getting Sued More 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Lawyers 
are learning that the growing 
love of Americans for lawsuits 
is a two-edged sword. 
More and more lawyers are 
being sued by their clients or 
the people their clients sue, for 
malpractice. According to the 
Insura nce Rating Board, such 
law su its are piling up so fast 
that insurance companies who 
write malpractice insurance for 
lawyers 
have 
been 
losing 
money for the last seven years. 
They have paid out around $1.02 
in claims for every dollar pre­ 
mium taken in. 
Fifteen years ago only 5 or 10 
per cent of all lawyers bothered 
to buy malpractice insurance. 
Today probably half of the 214,- 
000 lawyers in private practice 


buy it. 
According to Herbert Dennen- 
berg, 
professor of 
insurance 
law at the University of Pen­ 
nsylvania’s Wharton School of 
Finance, lawyers are going to 
be sued more and more for 
negligence or malpractice. Of 
course not all the suits charge 
o u t r i g h t malpractice. Most

a lawyer fails to discover a 
lien, he may ultimately have to 
pay it off for his client.

professor said. “ If a lawyer 
fails to notify some heir or 
claimant, who is not his client, 
about property due him from 
the estate and a loss results, he 
can be sued for negligence.” 
Automobile and other acci­ 
dent claims can be real liability 
traps for lawyers. 
Professor 
Dennenberg cited one attorney 
who lost heavily trying to save 
$500 for a client, a large insur- 
1 ance company. The claim could 


have been settled for $10,000 but 
the lawyer wouldn’t let the 
company pay more than $9,500. 
The case went to trial and the 
judgment was $225,000. 
The verdict was against both 
the insurance company and its 
policyholder who had 
caused 
the fatal accident. His estate 
promptly sued the company and 
its lawyer for blocking the $10,- 
000 settlement. The insurance 
company finally settled for $89,- 
000, but the court made the 
lawyer pay a substantial sum 
for such a risk in the effort to 
save $500. 
Other successful malpractice 
suits have been based on bad 
advice, failure to observe local

Security and You 


Volunteer Activities Help to Volunteers 


By MAR TIN E. SEGAL 
One distinct advantage of life 
in a retirement community or 
village is that it makes it easier 
for people to take part in volun­ 
teer activities which 
benefit 
other folks as well as them­ 
selves. 
While it is also possible for 
folks who do not reside in a re­ 
tirement community to devote 
time to those activities, it is a 
good deal easier due to accessi­ 
bility and other factors for 
people m the retirement envi­ 
ronment. This is especially the 
case if the particular commu­ 
nity offers residents a wide se­ 
lection of activities. 
The adult community which 
is 
age-focused, 
automatically 
p r o v i d e s a caring attitude 
which makes participation for 
older folks much easier than it 
is anywhere else. Group acti­ 
vities are carried on by people 
of similar ages, interests, and 
backgrounds. 
Many 
times 
people 
bring 
their favorite community serv­ 
ice interest with them. For ex­ 
ample, Warden Clinton Duffy, a 
world famous penologist, lives 
at R ossmoor Walnut Creek, a 
retirement community in Wal­ 
nut Creek, Calif. As result, 
the 7th Step Foundation (dedi­ 
cated to rehabilitating ex-con­ 
victs) gets special expert help 
and support. 


People who were interested in 
disabled veterans’ programs be­ 
fore they moved to this commu­ 
nity find it easy to continue 
their volunteer work. For ex­ 
ample, a Veterans of World 
War I group has a stream of 
helpful support activities going 
to the nearby U.S. Veterans Ad­ 
ministration Hospital. Typical 
was their recent effort in sup­ 
plying 
radio 
earphones 
for 
patients. 
Make Toys 
Other activities are generated 
by proximity. 
For 
example, 
there rs a nearby high school. 
The residents have taken 


it takes 
ninety 
minutes 
and 


strong interest in the students, 
raising money for scholarships 
and helping youngsters in many 
other ways. 
There are also internally gen­ 
erated needs which lend them­ 
selves to volunteer community 
service work. 
For 
example, 
there is a group who work alb 
year round in the woodworking: 
shop making hundreds of toys 
for Christmas presentation to 
u nde r-privrteged 
children, j 
R ecently they constructed 3101 
cradles, doll beds, and wagons j 
for 14 institutions. This type of 
activity can be ongoing, year 
after year. 


Sometimes new issues turn up 
and the residents respond. For 
example, there is an ecology 
group formed with the help of 
the conservationist Sierra Club. 
They have done their part in 
working on the removal of tin 
cans and other litter. Then 
there is the effort to make a 
national park out of “ las Tam- 
! pas” 
where 
Eugene 
O’Neill 
lived for a time. 
Many Activities 
Despite the fact that they live 
in a retirement 
community, 
residents at Walnut Creek have 
considerable 
contact 
with 
youngsters. For example, the 


S t o r y t e l l e r s league offers 
courses in how to tell children a 
story. 
A nearby elementary 
school asks residents to help 
youngsters learn cooking, sew­ 
ing, knitting and woodworking. 
And Den Mothers of a nearby 
cub scouts pack help recruit 
residents or entertainment. 
A needlework guild has 24 
women sewing twice a month 
for under-privileged persons. In 
15 months, residents have help­ 
ed contribute 24 truckloads and 
10 carloads of blankets, beds 
and mattresses for the elderly 


poor. 
There are other service and 
uplifting 
activities 
in 
which 
residents participate. A School­ 
masters Club collects discarded 
eyeglasses and hearing aids for 
the needy. The Church Council 
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collects postage stamps for re­ 
sale to dealers, with the pro­ 
ceeds going to feed the hungry. 
A Federated Women’s Club col­ 
lects clothes for Indians at a 
California reservation. 
Life in a retirement commu­ 
nity is not for everyone, as we 
have said in several articles. 
But for many people, it pre- 


sents an opportunity to reri 
in a mainstream of activity.'

Q — I am interested in investing in Household 
Finance. It is now around 38 and I would like to 
invest about 810,000. What do you advise? C.E. 
A — As a leading factor in the personal loan in­ 
dustry, Household Finance should benefit from lo­ 
wer interest rates and the expansion of the con­ 
sumer credit market. W hile its principal business is 
consumer loans HFC has diversified its operations 
and now has several subsidiaries in the merchandis­ 
ing, manufacturing and leasing fields. 
Although 
earnings for the first half were relatively flat, $1.14 
versus 1%9’s $1.13 per share on a fully diluted basis, 
the bulk of earnings usually comes in the second 
half and this year should be no exception. Personal 
consumption expenditures should continue to in­ 
crease in l'JT O and 1971. And 92 per cent-owned Na­ 
tional Car Rental should maintain its previous 
growth strides adding about 16 cents a share to 
earnings. Full-year net is expected to reach $3 per 
share, which would represent the eleventh con­ 
secutive year of earnings gains. Moreover, the divi­ 
dend was recently raised to $1.20 a share, up from 
$1.10, making this the 11 successive yearly hike. 
Quality shares may be bought for growth. 
Q — We have shares of American Hospital Supply 
for which we paid $38. Should this stock be held for 
profits? J. P. 
A — American Hospital Supply has had an excel­ 
lent record of growth. Sales have extended this up- 
trending pattern into 1970, with a 13 per cent in­ 
crease in volume reported for the first nine months. 
Profits, however, have not shown such vigorous 
growth this year. In the first three quarters earnings 
were ahead only 3 cents a share to 58 cents. While 
record earnings for the full year should again be 
attained, the margin of gain may be narrow, reflect­ 
ing in part the 1.3 million additional shares out­ 
standing this year as a result of an offering by AH S 
in 1969. Although a long-time mutual fund favorite, 
selling has outweighed buying by AHS by the funds 
this year. Hold shares for long-range growth.

Believe it or not, your par­ 
ents were once teen-agers and 
they may have had many 
more problems than you do 
now. 
Attitudes about sex have 
changed a great deal since 
t h e y were 
young, 
which 
means that while they pro­ 
bably had many of the same 
desires and conflicts as you 
feel, they were less prepared 
to meet them and there were 
many 
more 
barriers 
and 
much more ignorance that 
stood in the way. 
Parenthood is not an easy 
job today, and most parents 
make many mistakes. 


It helps if you can face the 
fact that your parents aren’t 
perfect and that their hypocr­ 
isy may not be deliberate, but 
may come as a result of their 
own confusion and their own 
past.

gar, 1 
teaspoon Worcester­ 
shire, a medium onion grated 
and, if you like the flavor, a 
clove of garlic left whole or 
grated. Beat or blend well un­ 
til the sugar is well dissolved 
and the dressing looks thick 
and rich. Makes about 3 cups 
and keeps indefinitely in the 
refrigerator. As I keep point­ 
ing out, making your own 
dressing of any kind makes for 
a real saving if you use much 
of it.

$20 Debt Said 
Behind Shooting

A Pomona m an, who killed his sister a year and a 
half ago, shot and killed a 47-year-old man here 
Sunday m orning, police reported. 


Willie C harles W alker, 21, 1122 Carmenita St., shot 
Daniel E dw ard C arey, 47, four tim es as Carey tried 
to hold a bedroom door closed against him, wit­ 
nesses said. C arey w as hit twice in the head, once 
in the chest and once under one arm . He was killed 
outright. 


The shooting occurred at 2431 M anville St. shortly 
after 7:30 a.m ., and, according to one w itness, cli­ 
m axed a night of partying. 


After the 
shooting, 
W alker 
forced 
his ex-girl 
friend, Susan Elizabeth M edina, 23, to accompany 
him and a com panion but released her an hour la­ 
ter, officers said. 


But, they said, Miss M edina failed to contact them 
and subsequently w as booked as an accessory. They 
identified her as a form er dancer at the Playm ate, 
a local tavern featuring naked entertainment. 
Police have this account of the killing: 


W alker and C arey argued over a $20 debt Walker 
owed Carey. A shoving match ensued in which Wal­ 
ker cam e out second-best. Later, Walker returned 
and pulled a short-barrelled .38-caliber pistol on Ga- 
rey and ordered him to his knees. Garey tried to talk 
his w ay out of the situation but wound up fleeing 
into a bedroom with Walker chasing him. 
W alker forced open the door a few inches, fired 
and C arey reeled backwards. Walker pushed the 
door open the rest of the way and fired several 
m ore shots at the victim . 
L anier Monroe H arper, 38, Los Angeles, said he 
w as in the bedroom at the tim e. He said Walker 
forced him to lie on the bed and took his wallet. He 
said W alker also went through C arey’s pockets and 
took m oney from the victim . 
R eturning to the living room , Walker forced Miss 
M edina, who had accom panied Carey to the party, 
to leave with him. W alker, Miss Medina and another 
m an w ere seen driving aw ay together. 
Police suspect the other m an was Walker’s broth­ 
er, Bobby E arl W alker, 27, and have put out an 
apprehension request for him. 
W alker was seen Sunday shortly after 4 p.m . at 
Hamilton and Mission boulevards and was arrested 
without incident. At first he denied being Willie Wal­ 
ker, stating he w as Bobby W alker. A fingerprint 
com parison confirm ed his identity. 
In going through W alker’s belongings, police found 
Miss M edina’s address and telephone num ber and 
called her residence at 12641 Benson Ave., Chino. 
They reached her there and ordered her in for 
questioning. She told them W alker forced her to ac­ 
com pany him but had released her unhurt an hour 
later after going to his home. She was arrested. 
Police today said they believe the m otive for the 
shooting was the fight over the debt and that Wal­ 
ker returned to get even. They had not found the 
weapon used. 
In M arch of last y ear W alker was arrested on 
suspicion of m urdering his 17-year-old sister, Adell, 
during an argum ent over 50 cents. 
At first he 
claim ed she was hit by a shot fired through a win-

They bat­ 
tened the hatch on its solar bat­ 
tery and

The 
lunar 
night 
descends 
Tuesday upon the Sea of Rains, 
stomping ground of Lunokhod 
since Tuesday.

1,600 New Laws 
Effective Today 


SACRAMENTO

Highway 
litterbugs 
starting 
Monday will be subject to a 
m andatory $10 fine and a pos­ 
sible return trip to the scene of 
.the crim e to clean up their 
mess. 
The anti-litter m easure is just 
one of roughly 1,600 bills passed 
by the legislature and signed by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan that be­ 
com e law Monday. 
Others include legislation to 
perm it cocktail lounges to be 
called 
bars or saloons once 
again, ban California as a m ar­ 
ketplace for alligator shoes and 
perm it the sales of prophylactics 
to minors. 
Retiring 
Republican 
Sen. 
John F. M cCarthy of San R a­ 
fael authored the litter crack­ 
down, which sets a $10 fine for 
the first conviction, $25 for the 
second and $50 for the third. It 
also empowers a judge to order 
the person to spend up to eight 
hours picking up litter. 
One of the most controversial 
m easures passed was sponsored 
by GOP Assemblyman Floyd 
Wakefield of 
South 
Gate. 
It 
bans the busing of schoolchil­ 
dren without w ritten parental 
permission. 
Sen. Anthony C. 
Beilenson, 
D-Beverly Hills, authored a bill 
changing the designation of sta­ 
tutory rape to unlawful sexual 
intercourse. The California Bar 
endorsed it as 
reducing the 
“ stigm a” for a man convicted 
of such a crim e. The penalty 
rem ains the sam e. 
Beilenson also submitted the 
m easure aim ed at protecting 
endangered species of animals, 
especially rare and exotic fur- 
bearing m am m als. 
His bill prohibits the im porta­ 
tion into California for sale of 
alligator 
shoes, 
leopard 
skin 
coats or the flesh of Nevada 
horses for pet food. 
Existing inventories of such 
item s m ay be sold and women 
already owning such coats or 
Shoes may w ear them or buy 
them in another state and bring 
them into California. 
Assemblyman John T. Knox, 
D-Richmond, authored a bill to 
repeal 
a 
Prohibition-spawned 


ban on using the words bar, 
barroom or saloon for such es­ 
tablishm ents.

sored legislation which makes 
the killing of an unborn chHd 
with malice aforethought first 
degree.

duced after the state Supreme 
Court ruled that a man couldn't 
be convicted of m urder 
for 
kicking his estranged pregnant 
wife in the stom ach and killing 
the fetus. 
Thousands

senior citizens will reap a $7.50 
bonus when legislation goes into 
effect that grants them the sum 
as a federal Social Security in­ 
crease without subtracting

from any state assistance they 
receive. 
The state now deducts such 
sums as extra income, which 
could affect a person’s eligibil­ 
ity for welfare.

Rogers unequi vocally opposed 
the Mansfield resolution, even 
though it has no binding legal 
effect, on grounds that it would

U.S. Troop Strength 
Cut by 3,800 Men 


SAIGON (UPI) -U .S . troop 
strength in South Vietnam fell 
by 3,800 men last week as the 
Phase Five troop withdrawal 
continued, according to figures 
released 
today 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Command. 
At the sam e tim e, the figures 
showed an additional reduction 
of 3,000 men serving with the 
U.S. 7th Fleet off Vietnam. 
The command said that dur­ 
ing the week ending Thursday, 
total U.S. strength “in country” 
fell to 360,000 men, its lowest 
point since Dec. 3, 1966. The 
figure leaves an additional 16,- 
000 men to be withdrawn to 
meet President Nixon’s level of 


344,000 in South Vietnam 
by 
Christmas. 
Most 
of 
the 
reduction 
in­ 
volved U.S. Army troops, whose 
total 
strength 
dropped 
3,700 
from the previous week. U.S. 
Air Force strength dropped 400 
to 43,800, but this was partially 
offset by increased of 200 in 
U.S. Navy strength and 100 in 
U.S. Marine strength to 17,400 
and 25,000, respectively. 
The 7th Fleet total of men 
serving on ships off the coast of 
Vietnam dropped from 22,500 m 
the previous week to 18,500 last 
week. The 7th Fleet figure is 
not included in hhe overall U.S. 
strength in South Vietnam. 


Nil were exaggerated but con­ 
ceded m any of them had gone 
into the hills during the Com­ 
munist attack and m any had 
not yet returned.

Dancer Loses 
Hand to Drugs 


HONOLULU (UPI) — ‘‘I’ll never stick another 
needle in my arm .” 
The pretty, topless go-go dancer spoke from her 
bed at Queen’s Medical Center, her right hand am­ 
putated because a friend giving her a “ fix” acciden­ 
tally shoved the needle into a main artery. 
The hospital said Sunday the girl, whose name 
was not released, will be fitted with an artificial 
hand. 
The girl said she asked a friend to give her a 
seconal shot. 
“ He got me off a lot of tim es before without any 
trouble and I really trusted him with m y arm .” 
She said the needle stung so she asked him to try 
again. 
“ ...All of a sudden my whole arm was burning,” 
she said. 
Doctors at Queen’s worked three weeks to try to 
save the hand and then decided to am putate Nov. 
13, the hospital said. 
“The needle had gone through the very sm all vein 
in the wrist and had entered the main artery, caus­ 
ing arterial spasm and cutting off circulation up to 
her elbow,” said Dr. Frank Ferren, chief surgical 
resident at Queen’s. 
The girl said she started “ shooting seconal out of 
spite” because her boyfriend was dating a drug*user 
and she wanted to show him she could play that 
game, too. 
“ Well I’d been dropping seconal for a while . . . 
and I found out the high was better when I shot up . .. 
That’s how I got it. I liked it.” 
She said she also used heroin and amphetamines. 
“ I’m going out to the country and live with my 
m other,” she said. 
“ For sure I’ll never stick another needle in my 
arm . This has been a heavy trip.” 


Violence Flares 
Alter OSU Game 


QOLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Police said today ex­ 
cessive drinking by students turned an Ohio State 
University football victory block party into a rock- 
throwing, window-smashing melee Saturday night. 
Businessmen in the High Street area, where the 
block party was staged with an attendance of about 
25,000, reported dam age and reported dam age and 
losses to their stores totaling “ tens of thousands of 
dollars.” 
About 30 persons were arrested in the block party 
violence, which came after less serious disorders at 
pep rally Friday night prior to the OSU-University 
of Michigan game. OSU won the gam e 20-9. Police 
said there was some minor looting and window 
breaking Friday night and that about 35 persons, 
mostly OSU students, were arrested. 
At the height of the violence Saturday, the worst 
since the riots that closed OSU for 12 days last 
spring, numerous incidents of looting and property 
dam age were reported. 
One hundred riot police were sent to the univers* 
ity area when the fighting intensified about 1 a.m., 
and High Street was cleared in about an hour. 


Passenger Caught in Airline Row 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
nation’s airline industry is in an 
economic 
decline 
and 
the 
paying passenger is caught in a 
government-industry 
squabble 
over how to stop the slide. 
With the busy holiday travel 
season starting this week, the 
industry 
situation 
is 
simply: 
Profits are down. Traffic 
is 
down. 
Employment 
is 
down. 
And operating costs are up. 
Stuart G. Tipton, president of 


the Air Transport Association, a 
trade organization representing 
the m ajor airlines, says it is 
not inconceivable that some air­ 
lines could go bankrupt. But Se- 
cor D. Browne, chairm an of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board (CAB), 
whose job it is to regulate the 
airline industry, is not so pessi­ 
mistic. 
Browne feels part of the air­ 
line economic problem is due to 
short-term factors such as the 


turndownjin the economy and a 
financial ¡squeeze caused by the 
need for jthe airlines to pay out 
huge sunis of money for new 
jetliners 
ordered late in the 
1960’s. 
B u t 
llhe 
airline 
industry 
claim s the CAB does not un­ 
derstand the depth of the prob­ 
lem. 
I 
Losses for the 12 m ajor air­ 
lines are expected to reach $50 
million 
this^ year. 
Passenger 


growth, soaring at an annual 
rate of 17 per cent between 1963 
and 1968, now has dropped to 
about 2 per cent. 
But operating expenses for 
the airlines jumped by 122 per 
cent in the sam e period, po­ 


wered by wage increases and 


inflation. 


To the passenger, this has 


m eant fare hikes. In the face of 
airline dem ands, the CAB has 


approved 
three 
airline 
fare 
hikes since 1969, boosting the 
cost of a plane ticket by more 
than 10 per cent.

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24 Years Ago Today 
Indochina War 
Started in 1946 


• SAIGON (U P !)—The opening 
shots of the Indochina war were! 
fired 24 years ago, Nov. 23, 
1946. 
They left 23 French soldiers 
and 6,000 Vietnamese civilians 
dead in the port city of Hai­ 
phong. While there were recr­ 
iminations on both sides, the! 
gunfire kicked off an inevitable 
war. 
The 
Viet 
Minh-Kuomintangi 
coalition government headed by 
the late Ho Chi Minh had con­ 
trolled Vietnam for more than a 
year after the end of World 
War II. A trip by Ho and mem­ 
bers 
of 
his 
government 
to 
France in September, 1946, had 
culminated 
with 
a 
signed 
modus vivendi, and the leader 
of the Indochinese Communists 
had reason to believe armed re­ 
sistance to the French would 
not be necessary. 
A month before the “ Hai­ 
phong incident,” Ho returned 
from France. 
Violence Forbidden 
“ I hope that from now on, co­ 
operation between the (French 
and Vietnamese) peoples will 
be closer,” Ho said in a state­ 
ment. “ Acts of reprisal are for­ 
bidden...violent actions are ab­ 
solutely forbidden.” 
Ho’s Viet Minh army was not 
disbanded, 
of 
course.

Vo 
Nguyen Giap, built and further 
trained a force organized to 
fight the Japanese in the In­ 


dochinese jungles. 
The first shots were actually 
fired by the French, at a Natio­ 
nalist Chinese boat trying to 
smuggle goods into Haiphong.

Vietnamese 
protested, 
and 
on 
Nov. 
23, 
attacked 
French soldiers shopping in the 
city’s market, killing 23. 
In response, the French or­ 
dered Viet Minh forces in Hai­ 
phong to leave the city in two 
hours. 
Thousands Panic 
Thousands of Haiphong resi­ 
dents were panicked by the 
¡ F r e n c h ultimatum, fearing 
street fighting, and swarmed 
out of the city. The Viet Minh 
refused to obey the order and 
stayed in town.

the 
French 
commander 
thought the 
fleeing 
civilians 
were Viet Minh troops, or so he 
said later. Other accounts of 
the slaughter said the French 
decided “ to teach the Vietna­ 
mese a lesson.” 
In any case, ships in the ha- 
bor and gunners at the airfield 
opened up on the 
civilians.

All out war didn’t begin for 
another 26 
days, 
when 
the

NEW YORK (U P I)—Lawyers 
are learning that the growing 
love of Americans for lawsuits 
is a two-edged sword. 
More and more lawyers are 
being sued by their clients or 
the people their clients sue, for 
malpractice. According to the 
Insurance Rating Board, such 
lawsuits are piling up so fast 
that insurance companies who 
write malpractice insurance for 
lawyers 
have 
been 
losing 
money for the last seven years. 
They have paid out around $1.02 
in claims for every dollar pre­ 
mium taken in. 
Fifteen years ago only 5 or 10 
per cent of all lawyers bothered 
to buy malpractice insurance. 
Today probably half of the 214,- 
000 lawyers in private practice 
buy it. 
According to Herbert Dennen- 
berg, professor of insurance 
law at the University of Pen­ 
nsylvania’s Wharton School of 
Finance, lawyers are going to 
be sued more and more for 
negligence or malpractice. Of

Starting today, all persona 
who want to get married in Cal­ 
ifornia before their 18th birth­ 
day must obtain court permis­ 
sion and must undergo prema­ 
rital counseling. 
The new state law went into 
effect today, raising the juris­ 
diction of the court in juvenile 
marriage from 15 to 18 for girls 
and from 17 to 18 for boys. 
Simultaneously a premarital 
counseling program went into 
effect at the county health cen­ 
ter in Pomona, free of charge, 
to help young persons about to 
be married learn more about 
the responsibilities they were 
undertaking. 
Dr. Marcia Lasswell, profes­ 
sor of psychology at cal Poly 
and a specialist in child-family 
relations, said she was starting 
m pilot program here, including 
ht-service training, for a well 
rounded premarital course for 
young people. 
She said her course, to be giv­ 
en through the health center, 
will be sponsored by the Nation- 
a I 
I n s t i t u t e 
of 
Mental 
Health—she hoped the NIMH 
would fund it—and is approved 
by the courts, the county and 
the state. 
O t h e r s qualified to give 
premartial programs which are 
acceptable by the courts are 
ministers, 
doctors, 
attorneys 
and 
family 
service 
organi­ 
zations. The courts, at the time 
applications for marriage li­ 
censes are filed, will have lists 
of such qualified sources, Mrs. 
Lasswell said. 
The purpose of the new pro­ 
gram is to improve the rate of 
success in marriage among the 
young. Statistics show that in 
the under 18 bracket hardly 
more than one of 10 marriages 
survives.

Draft Board Tried 


To Ignore Doctors 


We have a great problem but everyone has said 
that this problem would not be within your power 
to help. But we are desperate — can you help? 
Enclosed is one physician’s letter providing a 
brief account of our son’s medical history follow­ 
ing a nervous breakdown. He was out of school 
several years as a result and he was a very sick 
boy requiring intensive medical and psychiatric 
care. We went through living death for years. 
He now is doing weH despite some continuing 
problems. He is back in school and has begun to 
show real progress. 
All of this is being ignored by the draft board. 
He is now scheduled for induction and we have 
gone through all the appeals possible — all the 
way to the U.S. Army Recruiting Command in 
Hampton, Va. 
Already the pressures inherent in the pending 
induction are beginning to tell on him. All the 
progress achieved in the past eight years could be 
lost by one day, one week or one month at an 
Army reception center or in basic training. 
This, of course, is all documented by his doctors 
in the enclosed reports, and the draft board and 
the recruiting command have all this information 
but choose to ignore it because he has been able 
to return to school. 
What good will it do our government to draft 
him and then have him in a hospital following an 
almost certain breakdown, destroying all those 
years he has fought for his life? If someone were 
to shoot him down on the street, they would be 
arrested — but to do what they are doing to his 
mental health is much worse. Please help if you 
can. — J. L., Covina 


As time was short when you wrote to Action Line, 
we immediately contacted the draft board in Pasa­ 
dena and wrote to the recruiting command. Your 
documentation from physicians and their prognosis 
and recommendations for your son were overwhelm­ 
ingly against military service for the youth. We 
could hardly believe that your appeals had been de­ 
nied — but the copies of all correspondence confirm­ 
ed what you said — the reports and recommenda­ 
tions of the physicians were being ignored. 
Drafting of men with physical or mental problems 
which make them unfit only results in shattering 
lives and accelerating the medical care and finan­ 
cial benefits caseload of the Veterans 
Admin­ 
istration. Aside from the humane aspects of such a 
situation, it costs the taxpayer for years. 
Our appeal to the recruiting command in behalf of 
your son was never answered. The draft board re­ 
fused to reopen the issue of his draft classification 
on the basis that “the facts presented do not war­ 
rant the reopening of the registrant’s classification.’ 
With only several days remaining before your 
son’s scheduled induction, Action Line wrote to the 
commanding officer of the examination and induc­ 
tion station, providing a complete file of the medical 
and psychiatric reports, the unsuccessful appeals 
and other pertinent material. 
We stated that should this young man be drafted 
and subsequently suffer serious consequences as an­ 
ticipated, we would report his experience — from 
the time of the first appeal — in this column and 
submit it to the wire services for national dis­ 
tribution. 
When he reported at the examination and induc­ 
tion station, his file was given proper attention, they 
asked tvm about-Action Line, and they rejected him 
for military service and sent him home.

Welfare Reform-Local Style 


Volunteer Job Advisers Sought T o Help Teens Break Poverty Cycle

A frequent criticism voiced 
about this nation’s welfare pro­ 
grams is that too little is done 
to break the poverty cycle — to 
keep 
new 
generations 
from 
treading the same ruts traveled 
by their parents. Workers at 
the Pomona office of Social 
Service Volunteers hope to pro­ 
vide a possible answer to that 
problem. 
With the idea of cutting down 
the size of welfare rolls, SSV of­ 
ficials are currently organizing 
a program in which local resi­ 
dents from a variety of profes­ 
sions 
will 
help 
direct 
high 
s c h o o l youth from poverty 
backgrounds into careers that 
interest them. Plans have been 
laid; all that’s needed now are 
adults and college students wil­ 
ling to work with kids. 
Counselors will be assigned 
according to interest. If a youth 
wants to go into the business 
field, SSV staff personnel will 
try to find a local businessman 
to counsel him and help direct 
him into the business world. 
The same design will apply for 
students interested in college, 
the trades or professions. 
After their charges are on 
their way, counselors will con­ 
tinue to work with them for at 
least a year to help insure their 
success. 
1.200 Possibilities 
According to Rey Neufeld, di­ 
rector of the local SSV office, 
there are about 1,200 Pomona 
Valley students in their last 
year /or two of high school that 
come from poverty-level famil­ 
ies. 
Little Motivation 
“We have friends and rela­ 
tives around us that we want to 
be like,’’ Neufeld said, noting 
that many youths from poor 
backgrounds often have little 


motivation to improve their lot. 
Fear of Mixing 
“You find in many welfare 
families a kind of fear of mix­ 
ing with society,” he added. 
“That also helps to keep the kid 
from breaking out to other pos­ 
sibilities. 
“A lot of these kids have no 
awareness of the opportunities 
that are available to them.” 
He cited a recent report by a 
member of the President’s Na­ 
tional Commission on 
Urban 
Problems that said that two out 
of every five members of this 
nation’s urban poor population 
are children, most of whom 
come from a family with no 
father. The report concluded 
that these children are faced 
with numerous problems that 
tend to keep them in the pover­ 
ty cycle. 
Neufeld hopes to have the vol­ 
unteer counseling program aug­ 
ment that offered junior and 
senior year high school students 
from welfare families at their 
own schools. 
“The key word is ample,” 
Neufeld said. “We feel, for one 
thing, that there are not enough 
(school) 
personnel 
and 
that 
they are just not able to do the 
whole job. We’ve found a lot of 
kids get lost in the process.” 
He estimates that about 50 
volunteers will be needed as 
counselors. 
“We are at the stage now of 
looking for people to help us.” 
Neufeld said. 
Collegians Adults 
He said he expects to receive 
offers of aid from local college 
students but he also hopes to 
have several adult volunteers. 
Although the volunteers will 
have scant professional train­ 
ing, Neufeld feels that in many 
cases they will relate better to 
students than do professionals, 
who usually have several hun­ 


dred students on their counsel­ 
ing rolls. 
“We’ve found that there is 
really more service given in the 
volunteer relationship than on a 
professional level,” he said. 
Judi Janzen, a young Menno- 
nite volunteer worker, has been 
planning the program and coun­ 


seling some youngsters since 
September. 
Neufeld 
acknow­ 
ledges that he will be hard- 
pressed to fill her shoes when 
her year of service ends. He 
hopes to organize a committee 
of volunteer counselors to direct 
the program next fall. 
(Local persons interested in

learning more about the coun­ 
seling program should contact 
Miss Janzen at 623-8822.) 
Neufeld doesn’t, of course, ex­ 
pect that his volunteer program 
will wipe out the need for wel­ 
fare overnight, but he 
does 
hope to see many local youths 
benefit from it. 
“We recognize that some of 
these kids are already going to 
have things going for them,” he 
said, “and there are going to be 
some that don’t give a darn. 
We are saying that we will 
have succeeded if we can help 
one in 10.” 
Money-Saving 
Whatever the amount of suc­ 
cess, Neufeld knows that the 
volunteer counseling program 
will save taxpayers some mo­ 
ney. 
“To do what we want to do it 
might take 10 fulltime people 
working at $8,000 a year,” he 
said. 
The counseling program 
is 
not the only volunteer effort 
Neufeld has going. His depart­ 
ment directs several programs 
d e s i g n e d to aide welfare 
recipients, many of them elder- 
lv persons or children. Some of 
these include big-brother type 
work, tutoring efforts or simply 
having 
local 
residents 
visit 
elderly shut-ins on a regular 
basis. 
And Neufeld has no plans to 
stop his work where he is now. 
“ In the back of my mind I 
have several other kinds of pro­ 
tects that I think need doing." 
he said. “ All I need is people 
who are willing to work to get 
them started."

A hot battle for stewardship 


We will move soon to a mobile home park now 
being built at 2139 E. 4th St., Ontario. As it takes 
several weeks to have address labels printed, 1 
decided to have these printed before we move. On 
checking the zip code directory, I found E. 4th 
Street split into 91761 and 91762, with the park 
number — 2139 — not yet listed. I checked the 
maps in the telephone directory and found that 
the park’s location, between Vineyard and Hei­ 
lman avenues, was in the 91762 zone. So I mailed 
away for my address stickers accordingly. Yes-, 
terday 1 spoke with the manager of the park and 
told him 1 thought the park’s advertising brochure 
listed the wrong zip code. So he called the Ontario 
Post Office and was told the right zip was 91761. 
So now I still don’t know. — M.G., Pomona. 
The brochure was right. Ontario Asst. Postmaster 
Bert Cusack confirmed for Action Line that the cor­ 
rect zip for that address is 91761. 
The telephone directories 
are printed once a 
year. Shortly after the May 1970 directory was dis­ 
tributed, the Post Office department announced 
some local ZIP code changes which were to become 
effective on July 1. 


In 1969 we filed for our 1968 homeowners’ prop­ 
erty tax refund and received the $70 check. Last 
spring we filed for our $750 property owners’ 
exemption, mailing the form before the deadline 
date. 
In October we received a letter stating that we 
had failed to meet the deadline and our claim had 
been disallowed. We did mail the letter by the 
deadline date but did not send it by registered 
mail so have no proof. What recourse do we have 
now? — M.H. 


None. As the letter you received from the county 
assessor states, he personally requested an extension 
in the time allowed for filing the homeowner’s prop­ 
erty tax exemption for those claims received in the 
assessor’s office after the April 15 deadline, but the 
state Legislature adjourned without acting on the 
requested extension. 
Without such legal authority, the assessor can do 
nothing.

The APT contends that the dis­ 
trict has enough funds to pay 
chairmen on both levels. 
The 
board 
stopped 
paying 
senior high chairmen the addi­ 
tional three to four per cent 
they had been receiving for per­ 
forming their extra duties as 
part of a series of budget cuts 
this spring. Junior high chair­ 
men have never been paid. 
The board began considering 
restoring at least some part of 
the department heads' salaries 
after the district received addi­ 
tional funds from the state and 
from local utilities assessments 


this summer. 
Department chairmen on both 
junior and senior high levels 
are currently performing their 
additonal duties without added 
pay. Senior high chairmen had 
been making about three to 
four per cent above their stan­ 
dard teaching salary. 
Chairmen direct teaching ac­ 
tivities within their particular 
department and order all sup­ 
plies for the department. 
In other business, the board 
W'll receive an evaluation of the 
district's 
detention 
program. 
The program had been criti­ 
cized by some board members 
as costing too much. 
The board will meet at 7:30 
p.m. at the Education Center, 
800 S. Garey Ave.

Chamber Discloses 
New Plan of Action 


Many merchants and professional people belong to 
the Chamber of Commerce. They pay their mem­ 
bership fees. They carry a Chamber membership 
card. But that’« the extent of their participation. It’s 
not the best way to make for an effective organ­ 
ization. 
Pomona Chamber of Commerce is determined to 
remedy this and this week announced a new pro­ 
gram designed to involve as many of its members 
as possible in programs of study, action and achieve­ 
ment. For the betterment of this entire valley. 
Some of Pomona’s best business and professional 
brains are giving their time and energy to make the 
new organizational concept work out. They an­ 
nounced at a Vital Issues Breakfast on Thursday the 
creation of three councils: one on economic devel­ 
opment, another on organizational improvement, 
and the third on civic affairs. 
Each council will comprise upwards of a half do­ 
zen committees, each pertaining to the general area 
of the council responsibility. For instance, aviation, 
industrial and commercial development, and the 
like, are assigned to the economic development coun­ 
cil. All chamber members are invited to take an 
active part in some area of their special interest. 
Beautification, doctor procurement, education, hu­ 
man relations are some of those areas. 
One of the first objectives of the Chamber is to 
broaden the membership base to provide greater 
involvement in the council structure. Not many 
businessmen realize, said Vice President James 
Kostoff, that the Chamber speaks for thdm in the 
same way that the unions speak for labor, and pro­ 
fessional associations are the spokesmen for teach­ 
ers and engineers. 
Another primary goal is to improve the image of 
the Chamber in the community through better com­ 
munication with the public. More emphasis on in­ 
dustrial and commercial development and retention 
is planned. Hardly an area will be overlooked. 
Ray Quadt, Chamber President, probably said it 
best when he described the new program as a plan 
to breathe fresh air into the Chamber structure 
without weakening the present strengths. 
And there are strengths, with such men as Quadt, 
Kostoff, Gren Whyte, Charles Stillinger, Dr. Robert 
Kramer, and others, who care enough about Po­ 
mona to work for its success. The Chamber of Com­ 
merce may not be perfect. But it’s the best organ­ 
ization we have to do the job and it can be better if 
everyone gets behind it. 


Embers of Peace 
Fanned in Mideast 


Not too many weeks ago, merely to look at the 
Mideast was to despair. 
Faint hopes kindled by the American-initiated 
Suez cease-fire had all but flickered out, smothered 
by the dispute over whether Cairo had used the lull 
to saturate its side of the canal with Soviet missiles. 
Egypt and Israel, it appeared, were again locked in 
stalemate. 
Elsewhere in the Arab world it was also business 
as usual — turmoil — with Syria making truculent 
noises at its neighbors, Jew and Arab alike, and 
battered Jordan the battleground for the day-to-day 
struggle between King Hussein and the Palestinian 
guerrillas. 
Against this political still-life background, the de­ 
velopment in recent weeks have been at an almost- 
dizzying pace. 
None olher than that hawk’s hawk, Israeli De­ 
fense Minister Moshe Dayan, is suddenly making 
soothing suggestions on resuming negotiations and 
possibly, according to some reports, even partial 
military withdrawal in the Sinai. 
Premier Golda Meir no longer mentions pull back 
of Egyptian missiles as the sine qua non of peace 
talks. 
Syria has gone through another coup, as can be 
expected periodically, but this time, the new strong­ 
man, air force chief Gen. Hafez al-Assad, for all his 
rhetoric about maintaining Syria as an Arab for­ 
tress, is reported a realist about an eventual political 
solution with Israel. 
Egypt, Libya and Sudan are talking union, an 
event which may or may not come to pass and may 
or 
may 
not be 
beneficial from the western 
viewpoint, but which at least makes more geogra­ 
phical and economic sense than previous Arab ex­ 
periments in merger. 
King Hussein is not only holding on in Jordan, 
but, according to some reporfs, may already be in­ 
volved in exchanges with the Israelis which could turn 
their cease-fire into something more permanent. 
Most of this since the departure of Nasser, the 
one commanding figure who might have been able 
to nudge the Arab world toward peace but who, 
looked in by his own past inflammatory rhetoric, 
may also have been a major obstacle to peace. 
There can as yet be no certainty that in this 
movement a genuine momentum toward peace is 
developing. But hope does spring eternal, and there 
is often more to a stalemate than appears on the 
surface.

Poor Second 


To America 


Some aspects of the rumbl­ 
ings and dissatisfactions now 
being reported in the Soviet 
Union have the most profound 
implications for future U.S. 
foreign policy. 


For the evidence now sug­ 
gests that whatever gains the 
Russians may make now in 
the Middle East or 
Latin 
America, time may well be 
on the side of the United 
States —provided we can hold 
the peace. 


No Sign of Shake-up 
This is not to infer that 
Moscow faces a revolution. 
There is no evidence here to 
support such a view. Nor is 
there any 
indication of 
a 
shake-up that would seriously 
cripple the USSR. 


What is significant is that 
some of Russia’s top physical 
scientists have begun to se­ 
riously question the ability of 
the Soviet Union under pre­ 
sent conditions to compete 
economically with the United 
States over the long run. 


The appeal of three promi­ 
nent Soviet scientists to their 
government has been much 
publicized 
in 
recent 
days. 
What hasn’t been widely re­ 
ported are some highly signif­ 
icant details in a letter these 
three men — A. D. Sakharov, 
V. F. Turchin and R. A. Med­ 
vedev — wrote in March this 
year to the top hiearchy of the 
Soviet Union. 
Some of their comments on 
economic conditions (and the 
economic outlook) in Russia 
are especially revealing: 
“Comparing our economy

The proud but poor Smith­ 
s o n i a n Institution recently 
sent its director, C. Dillon 
Ripley, on a pleasure cruise 
through the sunny Aegean in 
a 110-foot luxury yacht. Offi­ 
cially, his mission was to look 
'••for the Audouin’s Gull. 


For two weeks, he sailed 
t h e 
epic, 
wine-dark 
seas 
around the isles of Greece 
aboard the good ship Pacific 
Gold which rents for $480 a 
day. He quaffed fine drink, 
lolled on beaches, sampled 
succulent Palaiokastritsa lob­ 
sters and viewed antiquities, 
all at public expense. 
Afterward, he justified us­ 
ing the Smithsonian’s limited 
funds for this idyllic cruise by 
declaring triumphantly that 
he had spotted not only the 
Audouin’s Gull but a fading 
Eleonora’s Falcon. 
Officials 
reluctantly 
con­ 
ceded to this column that the 
Smithsonian had spent $2,800, 
not counting air fare and inci­ 
dental expenses, on the vo­ 
yage. They said this covered 
the expenses of Director Ripl­ 
ey and a Harvard translator, 
not the extra expenses of 
Ripley’s family and aristo­ 
cratic friends who also took 
the cruise. 
Ripley and his party set 
sail in August after an even­ 
ing of cocktails on a terrace 
o v e r l o o k i n g the moon- 
drenched 
Acropolis. 
Their 
first stop was Corinth, fabled 
for its luxury. They also paid 
a call at Scorpios, but Jackie 
and Ari Onassis weren’t at 
home. 
The cruise 
money 
came 
from a grant that was in­ 
tended, according to the do­ 
nor’s written instructions, to 
be used in connection with a 
symposium on “bronze age 
culture.” 


This 
gave 
Ripley pause, 
since he is an expert on 
birds, 
not 
bronze. 
If 
the 
cruise were to be made at all, 
it would seem, an archaeoiog- 
i s t , 
not an 
ornithologist, 
should have been calling on 
the Onassises. 
But Ripley gave the donor 
his solemn assurance that he 
would visit archeological sites 
at the same time he was 
searching for the elusive Au­ 
douin’s Gull. 
“The donor approved the 
p u r p o s e s for which (the 
grant) was used both before 
and after the trip,” explained 
Smithsonian 
treasurer 
T. 
Amos 
Wheeler 
with 
satis­ 
faction. 
Ripley also reported on his 
trip to the Smithsonian Board 
of Regents, declaring that the 
cruise was “partly private, 
partly business.” He told hap­ 
pily about his success in lo­ 
cating the Audouin’s Gull and 
Eleonora’s Falcon. There was 
no mention, however, of lob­ 
sters, cocktails, parties at the 
Athens Royal Yacht Club, or 
dropping by the Onassises.

Nixon’s Labor Members 
When a federal safety in­ 
spector 
orders 
a 
non-coal 
mine closed, his decision is 
subject to review by a five- 
member board which is sup­ 
posed to have equal repre­ 
sentation from labor and ma­ 
nagement. 
The 
Federal 
Metal 
and 
Non-Metallic Mine Safety Act, 
which affects about 250,000 
workers in non-coal mines, 
p r o v i d e s that the review 
board have a neutral chair­ 
man and two members each 
from industry and labor. 
President Nixon has now 
announced 
his 
new 
nomi­ 
nations for the board. But 
only one is connected with la­ 
bor, and he is the president of 
a tiny union in Idaho which 
broke a strike when it was 
first formed 10 years ago. 
One of Nixon’s proposed la- 
bor representatives is Hugh 
Matlock of Denver, the re­ 
tired director of industrial re­ 
lations for the Climax Moyb- 
denum Co. Matlock has not 
worked as a union man for 17 
years. 
The other Is Donald Pierce 
of Kellogg, Idaho, president 
of the Northwest Metal Work­ 
ers Union, a local outfit that 
was born during 
a 
strike 
against the Bunker Hill Min­ 
ing Co. by the old Mine, Mill 
and Smelter Workers in 1960. 
It is widely regarded in labor 
c i r c l e s as a “company 
union,” although Pierce vigo­ 
rously denies this. 


T h e 
superficialities 
and 
trivialities which have cha­ 
racterized so many of the 
comments about the outcome 
of the national elections two 
weeks ago are at last being 
swept aside by the fundamen­ 
tals. 
The Republicans didn’t lose 
seats in the House because of 
the diffused rhetoric of their 
campaign speeches, as their 
critics claim, and the Demo­ 
crats didn’t faH to make big­ 
ger gains because their views 
w e r e 
allegedly 
misrepre­ 
sented by 
their opponents. 
The simple truth Is that the 
oldest rule in politics was in 
effect in 1970 — the party in 
power was hurt because the 
nation was in the midst of a 
growing recession and rising 
unemployment. 


Facts Emerging 
The facts are coming out 
slowly. Factory output fell 2.3 
per cent in October. This was 
the largest monthly decline in 
more than 11 years. The in­ 
dustrial production index of 
the Federal Reserve Board, 
which is considered one of the 
most accurate measures of 
economic activity, shows a 
decline last month for the 
seventh time this year. This 
was the sharpest monthly dip 
since August 1959. 
It is conceded that half of 
this change was caused by 
the General Motors strike and 
the other half by 
over-all 
business 
sluggishness. 
The 
Federal Reserve Board, how­ 
ever, says that, even if the ef­ 
fects of the General Motors 
strike were eliminated from 
the figures, the decline would 
be the most severe for any 
month since December 1960, 
when the country was in its 
last officially recognized re­ 
cession. 
Whether or not It is plea­ 
sant for the word “recession” 
to be used in politics, the na­ 
tion actually has been expe­ 
riencing a cutback in business 
for several months. Many of 
the speakers on the Republi­ 
can side have been optimisti­ 
cally projecting that inflation 
would soon be curbed and 
that the economy would be 
back on its feet before long. 
But predictions are not as im­ 
portant as realities. 
In another economic report, 
the 
Commerce 
Department 
has just revealed that home 
building 
increased 
slightly 
last month, with private hous­ 
ing starts up somewhat from 
September. For the latest six- 
month period, the average 
was above the previous six 
months but was identical to 
that for the comparable six 
months of last year. 
The figures for unemploy- 


ment increased to 5.6 per cent 
last month, the highest level 
in almost seven years. These 
statistics tell only part of the 
story, and reports from dif­ 
ferent areas disclose that lay­ 
offs 
are 
considerable 
in 
service businesses as well as 
industries. 
The 
H o u s e 
of 
Repre­ 
sentatives on Monday passed 
legislation to authorize the 
government to spend 1.4 bil­ 
lion dollars in the next three 
years to create jobs for the 
chronically unemployed and 
to make training available to 
enable them to handle the 
jobs. The measure has been 
criticized as a “make-work 
project that would perpetuate 
poverty.” A somewhat similar 
bill, providing for a 7-billion- 
dollar jobs expenditure, has 
been passed by the Senate, 
and the two measures now 
must be reconciled. 
There will be a constant 
emphasis by government on 
how to stimulate business by 
m a k i n g 
funds 
available 
wherever possible. 
But the 
nation will not recover until 
private enterprise has been 
able to readjust from the 
damage it has suffered in the 
last year and a half. 
The impact of higher wage 
scales and reduced profits on 
the actual operations of busi­ 
ness 
has 
not 
been 
fully 
weighed. Big strikes have for­ 
ced up the expenses of some 
of the large industries and 
their prices. The rising cost 
of goods and the failure of the 
Johnson and Nixon admin­ 
istrations to move into the in­ 
flation battle early enough to 
restrain wage and price in­ 
creases are undoubtedly the 
basic causes of the recession. 
The economy simply hasn’t 
been able to absorb the big 
wage scales and 
the new 
sales 
prices 
suddenly 
im­ 
posed. On top of this have 
come recent cuts in certain 
government 
projects 
which 
have brought more unemploy­ 
ment. 
Voters Frightened 
The whole 
economy was 
suffering many wounds at the 
very time that an off-year 
election was scheduled. As 
t h e 
campaign 
progressed, 
business was moving down­ 
ward and lots of voters were 
so frightened by the uncer­ 
tainties of the future that they 
voted against the party in po­ 
wer. This was the basic rea­ 
son 
why 
the 
Republicans 
didn’t make larger gains. 
If a vast improvement in 
the national economy doesn’t 
come in the years 1971 and 
1972, there certainly will be a 
change in the administration 
in the next Presidential elec­ 
tion.

Volunteer Activities Help to Volunteers

One distinct advantage of life 
in a retirement community or 
village is that it makes it easier 
for people to take part in volun­ 
teer activities which 
benefit 
other folks as well as them­ 
selves. 
While it is also possible for 
folks who do not reside in a re­ 
tirement community to devote 
time to those activities, it is a 
good deal easier due to accessi­ 
bility and other factors for 
people in the retirement envi­ 
ronment. This is especially the 
case if the particular commu­ 
nity offers residents a wide se­ 
lection of activities. 
The adult community which 
is 
age-focused, 
automatically 
p r o v i d e s a caring attitude 
which makes participation for 
older folks much easier than it 
is anywhere else. Group acti­ 
vities are carried on by people 
of similar ages, interests, and 
backgrounds. 
Many 
times 
people 
bring 
their favorite community serv­ 
ice interest with them. For ex 
ample, Warden Clinton Duffy, a 
world famous penologist, lives 
at Rossmoor Walnut Creek, a 
retirement community in Wal­ 
nut Creek, Calif. As result, 
the 7th Step Foundation (dedi­ 
cated to rehabilitating ex-con­ 
victs) gets special expert help 
and support. 


People who were interested in 
disabled veterans’ programs be­ 
fore they moved to this commu­ 
nity find it easy to continue 
their volunteer work. For ex­ 
ample, a Veterans of World 
War I group has a stream of 
helpful support activities going 
to the nearby U.S. Veterans Ad­ 
ministration Hospital. Typical 
was their recent effort in sup­ 
plying 
radio 
earphones 
for 
patients. 


Make Toys 


Other activities are generated 
by proximity. 
For 
example, 
there is a nearby high school. 
The residents have taken a

strong interest in the students, | 
raising money for scholarships 
and helping youngsters in many 
other ways. 
There are also internally gen­ 
erated needs which lend them­ 
selves to volunteer community 
service work. 
For 
example, 
there is a group who work all 
year round in the woodworking 
shop making hundreds of toys 
for Christmas presentation to 
unde r-privileged 
children. 
Recently they constructed 310 
cradles, doll beds, and wagons 
for 14 institutions. This type of 
activity can be ongoing, year 
after year. 


Sometimes new issues turn up 
and the residents respond. For 
example, there is an ecology 
group formed with the help of 
the conservationist Sierra Club. 
They have done their part in 
working on the removal of tm 
cans and other litter. Then 
there is the effort to make a 
national park out of “ las Tam- 
pas” 
where Eugene 
O’Neill 
lived for a time. 


Many Activities 


Despite the fact that they live 
in a retirement community, 
residents at Walnut Creek have 
considerable 
contact 
with 
youngsters. For example, the 


S t o r y t e l l e r s league offers 
courses in how to tell children a 
story. A nearby elementary 
school asks residents to help 
youngsters learn cooking, sew­ 
ing, knitting and woodworking. 
And Den Mothers of a nearby 
cub scouts pack help recruit 
residents or entertainment. 
A needlework guild has 24 


women sewing twice a month 
for under-privileged persons. In 
15 months, residents have help­ 
ed contribute 24 truckloads and 
10 carloads of blankets, beds 
and mattresses for the elderly 
poor. 
There are other service and 


uplifting activities in which 
residents participate. A School­ 
masters Club collects discarded 
eyeglasses and hearing aids for 
the needy. The Church Council 


collects postage stamps for re­ 
sale to dealers, with the pro­ 
ceeds going to feed the hungry. 
A Federated Women's Club col­ 
lects clothes for Indians at a 
California reservation. 
Life in a retirement commu­ 
nity is not for everyone, as we 
have said in several articles. 
But for many people, it pre- 


sents an opportunity to rerj 
in a mainstream of activity.

DEAR 
DR. 
BROTHERS: 
I’m a 16-year-old girl which 
means adult today! My par­ 
ents are very old-fashioned 
and have no .understanding of 
m y g e n e r a t i o n because 
they’re hypocritcal and up­ 
tight about everything. 
My 
father thinks every man is 
out to corrupt his daughter 
and so when I bring home 
dates he’s rude to them, and 
when 
I 
don’t 
bring 
them 
home, he’s rude to me. He 
pretends he thinks sex is evil 
and if I’m interested in any 
boy, that’s evil, too.—G.M. 


Dear G.: It’s important for 
all young people to remember 
that just as they have parents 
who often lack understanding, 
their parents also had parents 
who also may have lacked un­ 
derstanding. 
Believe it or not, your par­ 
ents were once teen-agers and 
they may have had many 
more problems than you do 
now. 
Attitudes about sex have 
changed a great deal since 
t h e y were 
young, 
which 
means that while they pro­ 
bably had many of the same 
desires and conflicts as you 
feel, they were less prepared 
to meet them and there were 
many 
more 
barriers 
and 
much more ignorance that 
stood in the way. 
Parenthood is not an easy 
job today, and most parents 
make many mistakes. 


It helps if you can face the 
fact that your parents aren’t 
perfect and that their hypocr­ 
isy may not be deliberate, but 
may come as a result of their 
own confusion and their own 
past. 
Certainly, sex is not evil 
and if they see sex as evil 
then they have been robbed 
by their own background and 
this is a very sad thing for 
them. 
It need not be sad for you if 
you can try to understand 
some of their problems. The 
sex urge is a good and natural 
thing but often parents cannot 
face any sexuality in their 
children, just as children of­ 
ten are reluctant to think of 
t h e i r 
parents 
as 
sexual 
beings. 
OFTEN FATHERS are es­ 
pecially eager to protect their 
daughters from being hurt 
and in their anxiety they may 
feel angry at. any young man 
who asks for a date and may 
totally misread the boy’s mo­ 
tives. 
Usually, this is because the 
father is having a great prob- 


daughter and allowing her to 
lem in pulling away from his 
grow up and become a young 
lady. One part of him wants 
her to be independent and 
another wants to hang on to 
her and to keep her for him­ 
self, “his little girl.” 
Usually, this is all quite un­ 
conscious and he would deny 
any such accusations. When 
fathers are too possessive, 
mothers can be a great help 
and 
girls 
who 
take 
their 
mothers into their confidence 
often find a true ally who is 
quite willing to listen and un­ 
derstand. 


With the changing attitudes 
about sex today it is small 
wonder that it is a problem to 
many teen-agers. Their de­ 
sires are easily 
stimulated 
and they are constantly sur­ 
rounded by a world that uses 
sex to sell everything from 
toothpaste to automobiles. 
Often, films tell one story 
of easy sex among teen-agers 
and their parents and teach­ 
ers preach another way of 
life. 


Regardless of your parent’s 
attitudes and the conflict you 
may have with them, you will 
ultimately make your own set 
of values and standards about 
sex and love. 
The reason older people try 
to caution and protect their 
children from having sex re- 
1 a t i o n s during their teen 
years is because they are 
aware 
of the responsibility 
that mature sexual love de­ 
mands and they do not want 
their children to misuse sex 
or to be exploited by someone 
one else’s misue. When love is 
absent sex tends to become 
exploitative. 
I would suggest that you try 
to have a serious and direct 
conversation with your mother 
and tell her that because of 
your father’s attitudes and be­ 
havior you hesitate to bring 
your friends home. Try to keep 
your mind open so you can 
understand some of her prob­ 
lems and concerns as well as 
your own. Put yourself in your 
parents place and pretend you 
art the parents of a 16-year- 
old.

Fudge 
in 
your column, and since 
I 
make if from my own recipe 
all the time, you might like to 
try it. I have had many com­ 
pliments on it. People who 
can’t eat dark chocolate can 
eat this. I sometimes use the 
white chocolate itself just as 
it is. 
Heat it in the double boiler 
until melted. Then stir in a 
cup of pecans and drop on 
waxed paper like pralines. 
For the fudge I put 1 and 1-3 
cups sugar, l/2 stick of marga­ 
rine and 2-3 cup evaporated 
milk in a double boiler. After 
bringin gto a full rolling boil, 
cook for five minutes, stirring 
constantly. 
Remove 
from 
heat, add l/2 pound of the 
white 
chocolate 
which 
has 
been chipped into pieces, 2 
cups 
miniature 
marshmal­ 
lows, 1 teaspoon vanilla and a 
cup of nuts. Beat to spreading 
consistency. I pour this into 
plastic meat trays covered 
with wax paper and freeze 
what I don’t use at once. The 
candy mails well and makes 
w o n d e r f u l gifts.—Immell 
Janes Thurman, Plattsburg,

Com­ 
bine 1 can of condensed to­ 
mato soup (no dilution) with 
V2 cup sugar, 2 teaspoons 
salt, 1V2 teaspoons dr> mus­ 
tard, V2 teaspoon paprina, 1 
cup salad oil, % cup cider 
vinegar, % cup tarragon vine­ 
gar, 1 
teaspoon Worcester­ 
shire, a medium onion grated 
and, if you like the flavor, a 
clove of garlic left whole or 
grated. Beat or blend well un­ 
til the sugar is well dissolved 
and the dressing looks thick 
and rich. Makes about 3 cups 
and keeps indefinitely in the 
refrigerator. As I keep point­ 
ing out, making your own 
dressing of any kind makes for 
a real saving if you use much 
of it.

It’s that time of year again 
when the nose drips, the throat 
tickles, coughs and sneezes pol­ 
lute the air and flu bugs lay 
waste to entire communities. It 
seems as if almost everyone 
has a “cold,” 
“pharyngitis,” 
“laryngitis,” 
“bronchitis,” 
“chest cold” or “flu.” All of 
these may be called an “upper 
respiratory infection.” It gets 
pretty confusing trying to learn 
what you have, how to prevent 
it if you don’t have it and what 
to do when the preventive pro­ 
gram fails. Let’s see if we can 
unravel this mess. 
Just what is a cold? It is a 
virus infection of the 
nose, 
throat or larynx. 
Most 
im­ 
portantly, it does not cause any 
significant rise in body tem­ 
perature 
or 
fever. 
A 
cold 
causes mild symptoms of not 
•feeling up to par, sometimes 
accompanied by sneezing and 
headaches. A few days later, 
there may be a dry throat, then 
the characteristic stage of wa­ 
ter discharge from the nose. 
More severe illnesses with fe­ 
ver really are pharangitis (sore 
throat), bronchitis, flu or other 
diseases. 
There may be a hundred dif­ 
ferent viruses that can cause a 
common cold. No wonder a 
single cure or prevention hasn’t 
been developed. Some of these 
same viruses cause severe sore 
throats, 
fever, 
pleurisy, 
flu, 
pneumonia and sever illnesses.

Common colds do occur more 
often in the 
winter,

periods for common colds — 
just after school starts, in mid­ 
winter and again in the spring. 
Most older adults average two 
or three colds or related illness­ 
es each year, while parents of 
young children have six. Young 
children often have six to 12 
episodes. 
Contrary to popular belief, it 
has not been proved that expo­ 
sure to cold will cause an infec­ 
tion. The relationship to cold 
weather is really related to the 
growth phases of the different 
viruses that cause colds. Vi­ 
ruses, like corn, wheat and oth­ 
er plant life, seem to have a 
seasonal cycle. 
* 
Adverse factors that affect a 
person can, however, make him 
more susceptible to the virus 
and catching a cold. This in­ 
cludes fatigue, humidity and air 
pollution.
